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On A Note Of Confidence 


Economists e x p e c t confidence from 
President Lyndon Johnson as he views 
the nation’s economy at the end of the 
year. The consensus is that gross national 
product—total of goods and services pro­ 
duced—will rise from about $623 billion 
this year to $655 billion in 1965, an ad­ 
vance of about 5 per cent, as against 6.7 
per cent this year. 
During the four years of the Kennedy- 
Johnson administration the gross national 
product has risen about $127 billion, or 
about 25 per cent. The stock market has 
been bullish, except for the recent damp­ 
ening, since the sharp dip and remarkable 
recovery occasioned by the shock of the 
Kennedy assassination. The Dow 
Jones 
industrial stock average is up more than 
39 per cent over 1960. The dollar value of 
stocks listed on the New York Stock Ex­ 
change is up well over $215 billion. 
A few alarm s have been sounded. Dr. 
Marcus Nadler, consulting economist to 
Manufacturers Hanover Trust Co., last 
month called for proper monetary and 
fiscal measures to forestall inflation. “A 
renewal of inflationary pressures,” Dr. 
Nadler wrote, ‘‘would aggravate the bal­ 
ance of payments problem and undermine 
confidence in the dollar. It would ad­ 
versely affect every segment of the do­ 
mestic economy 
and could 
have 
far­ 
reaching International repercussions.” 
A few days later, Walter W. Heller, 
retiring as the President’s chief economic 
adviser, directed attention to the threat 
of short-term inflationary pressures. He 
said he saw a strong possibility of an 
economic slowdown next year, particular­ 
ly in the second half. In this view he 
was joined by William McChesney Martin, 
chairman of the Federal Reserve Board. 
These opinions were expressed before 


the rise in the Federal Reserve discount 
rate following the increase in the British 
bank rate. 


NATION’S BUSINESS, published by the 
U.S. Chamber of Commerce, reports four 
out of five of 312 business leaders par­ 
ticipating in a poll expect the nations 
economic growth to extend through 1965. 
A leading brokerage firm in its letter 
to investors states: “Business in 1965 will 
gross national product, personal income, 
industrial production, and most 
of the 
other broad indicators of economic ac­ 
tivity. At the same time, however, a m a­ 
jority of economists expect a slowing in the 
rate of expansion as the year progresses.” 


Worth A Try 


Whenever Washingtonians make noises 
about higher postal rates—ant! 
they're 
doing it again—we wonder what would 
hanpen if one postal area in this country 
were turned over to private enterprise for 
a check on costs. 
The idea would be to have private en­ 
terprise demonstrate what could be done 
with the kind of cost control it customarily 
practices, then compare costs with the 
government’s postal costs. 
It wouldn’t be perfect because the postal 
complex is 
nationwide, 
but it might 
be worth a try in the struggle to bring 
postal ends closer together. 
No one objects to paying what postal 
service is worth. The service is indispens­ 
able. But if rates are to keep chasing 
costs up an ever-ascending cost scale, 
the question is going to be: What is postal 
service worth on a comparative basis? 
With no standard to go by. the Post 
Office Department itself cannot be sure 
what its services are worth.

Labor Gets Johnson Commitments 


An End To Hypocrisy 


An article in the American Bar Asso­ 
ciation Journal by Judge J. Skelley Wright 
comes at a time when the whole Question 
of coverage of criminal cases by news 
media is in question. 
In what appears to be the first ruling 
of its kind, the New Jersey Supreme 
Court on Nov. 16 banned all pretrial 
statements about a defendant's innocence 
or guilt by prosecutors, defense attor­ 
neys, or police. 
The Philadelphia Bar Association will 
consider on Dec. 29 a proposed “ state­ 
ment of policy” that would restrict law­ 
yers, prosecutors, judges, and law en­ 
forcement officers in disclosing informa­ 
tion about criminal cases and would bar 
newsmen from police records and offices 
of police and prosecutors. It would also 
ban cameras, radio, and television equip­ 
ment from courtrooms, including magis­ 
trates’ courts. 
Against this background, Judge Wright 
of the U.S. Court of Appeals for the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia Circuit, urges newspa­ 
pers. radio, and television broaden the 
perspective of their coverage of criminal 
justice. He then delivers the kicker: he 
asks judges to help news media repre­ 
sentatives to achieve this goal. 
Judge Wright points out the dangers of 
“ trial by press” — really trial by news 


media. But he reasons that “voluntary 
measures and informal procedures should 
precede the exercise of questionable con­ 
gressional power in this area ” 
“Only when honest attempts at alterna­ 
tives have failed.” Judge Wright coun­ 
sels. “ should we think of turning to legis­ 
lation.” He urges full implementation of 
Canon 20 of the Canons of Professional 
Ethics, which prohibits lawyers and pros­ 
ecutors from releasing to the press in­ 
formation prejudicial to accused persons. 
Judge Wright would allow the use of 
cameras — both still and television — 
in courts, stating that “ the privacy of 
participants in a public trial must al­ 
ways yield to the people’s right to know.” 
Judge Wright’s article is in the same 
vein as an earlier discussion in the Jour­ 
nal of the American Judicature Society 
by Milton R Wessel. a New York attor­ 
ney. “ By and large.” Wessel states, "we 
have a responsible press in America, 
which will guard its actions if honestly 
and fairly informed of the problems it 
may create What we really need is an 
end to hvpocrisy and subterfuge — an 
end to official statements appearing on 
their face to be restrained and proper, 
but which in fact are the very foundation 
upon which prejudicial publicity in crim­ 
inal cases is based ”

IN THE 1960 election, f o r 
example, out of all the votes 
cast in the United States, the 
late John F. Kennedy received 
only 118,550 votes more than 
were given to Richard Nixon. 
The rest of the nearly 69 mil­ 
lion ballots were evenly divided 
between the two major candi­ 
dates or went to minor party 
nominees. 
Mr. Kennedy, while getting 
less than 50 per cent of the 
popular vote, received 303 of 
the 535 electoral votes.

posals to permit one electoral 
vote for each congressional dis­ 
trict have been offered in Con­ 
gress from time to time, but 
to no avail.

Although the term landslide 
has been used widely and, in a 
general sense, accurately, the 
fact remains that it would not 
have taken a huge proportion of 
the total vote to have changed 
the final result.

this really means 


that if 8 million voters had re­ 
corded 
themselves

way, Mr. Coldwater would have 
won by a narrow margin.

TO PUT IT another way, ap­ 
proximately 8 million out of 70.-

fection r e a l l y was. T h e r e 
also were D e m o c r a t s who 
crossed over to the Republican

belief 
among politicians is that the 
largest defection 
was in the 
Republican party. 
It may come as a surprise 
to many people to read that 
8 million citizens — or a lit­ 
tle more than 7 per cent of the 
114 million who are of voting 
age — decided the election. 
It’s perhaps impossible or dif­ 
ficult for s o m e citizens to 
get to the polls, either due to 
illness in the family or some 
other circumstance beyond their 
control, but certainly more than 
70 million out of the 114 mil­ 
lion culd get 
to 
the 
voting 
booths if the importance of vot­ 
ing w e r e sufficiently empha­ 
sized. 


UNFORTUNATELY, many of 
those eligible to vote — includ­ 
ing many who do get to the 
polls — do not understand the 
issues or the differences be­ 
tween the two political parties. 
and some give up in despair and 
stay at home while others get 
on the band wagon of the can­ 
didate favored in public opinion 
polls. 
Some of the oddities of the 
election results have received lit­ 
tle attention. In Mississippi, 87 I 
per cent of the vote — the 
highest percentage for any pres­ 
idential candidate in any state 
in 1964 — was cast for Senator 
Coldwater, the Republican pres­ 
idential nominee 
But what has gone almost un­ 
noticed is the way a Democratic 
senatorial 
nominee 
surpassed 
the majority received 
by the 
head of his own 
ticket. 
Sen. 
Harry Byrd, D-Va., 
not 
only 
won 
hi* 
race 
a g a i n s t a 
Republican opponent, but re­ 
ceived a bigger majority than 
did 
President 
Johnson, 
even 
though the latter carried the 
state by a substantial margin 
The significance of all these 
voting statistics 
is 
that 
the 
balance of power in America 
was held this year by less than 
8 per cent of the total num­ 
ber of persons of voting age 
This is something that deserves 
intensive thinking bv all the 
political 
organizations 
of the 
country

Recent developments have led 
some U N. diplomats to con­ 
clude that the Soviet Union has 
decided to force a U.S. - Soviet 
showdown on the controversial 
Issue of peace-keeping assess­ 
ments. 
The Russians are still going 
through the motions of meeting 
with negotiators, but there is a 
widespread belief at U N head­ 
quarters that 
chances for 
a 
compromise settlement are be­ 
coming more and more remote. 
The 
current 
speculation 
Is 
that the Soviet Union has be­ 
come convinced that it can win 
in a U N 
General Assembly 
confrontation and would like to 
em barrass the United States by 
forcing a test of strength. 
Those who hold this view rea­ 
son that the Russians may have 
interpreted U.S. willingness to 
bargain as a sign of weakness. 
Until Tuesday night it had 
been taken for granted that both 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union wanted to avoid a con­ 
frontation in the assembly and 
thai a formula would be found 
Then the situation suddenly 
changed 
Just as the negotiators were 
predicting agreement the Rus­ 
sians announced they had re­ 
ceived instructions to inject a 
series of conditions which ob­ 
viously were unacceptable to 
the United States. 
At the heart of the controver­ 
sy is Article 19 of the U N. 
Charter which says that any 
country loses its assembly vote 
when it is two years in arrears 
in paying its assessments The 
Russians and six other Commu­ 
nist countries are in this posi­

suppression of critical reports 
written by an American Army 
officer before he was killed in 
action against the Communist 
Viet Cong. 
The officer, Capt. John King. 
32, of Bradenton. Fla., said in a 
letter made public by his par­ 
ents that his immediate super­ 
ior refused to forward King's 
evaluation of the Vietnamese 
battalion to which he was at-1 
tached. 
The report said the Vietnam­ 
ese battalion commander and 
his unit were ineffective. 
The unit was the 3rd Battalion 
of the 31st Regiment of the 21st 
Division. King was assigned to 
it on Oct. 20 and died less than 
I two months later, on Dec. 12.

said 
King’s criticism “was no new 
revelation
